Ottawa Sees British Market for 
Bacon in Danger of Drifting 
Away cf.

OTTAWA, January 2nd.—If, -at 
the opening of the year, a brief survey 
is taken of the condition of Canada's 
major single industry, which gives 
employment to the greatest number 
of people, there is both light and shade 
in the picture. hen biel 1946 brought 
good crops, particularly good in com- 
parison with 1945.° The total value 
of field crops was $1,238,645,000, 
over $100,000,000 greater than the 
year before. It was the fifth highest 
in the history of Canadian agriculture, 
being exceeded in gross value only by 
1918, the two following years and 1944. 


Prairie Increase Chief Factor 


The increase of 9 per cent over 1945 
was due principally to a higher level 
of production in the Prairie Provinces. 
Alberta accounted for $279,671,000, 
or 22 1/2 per cent of the field crop 
production of Canada. This was 49 
per cent above Alberta’s total for 


_.1945, while Manitoba’s increase was 


20 per cent, Saskatchewan’s 7 per cent 
and British Columbia’s 14 per cent. 
Of the prospects for 1947, 
pointed out here that even if it is 
naturally much too early to prognos- 
ticate, a favorable factor is the soil 
moisture condition throughout the 
country. In the West it is stated that 
it is well above average, and in the 
East mild weather that stretched into 
December, enabled farmers to complete 
fall plowing everywhere. 


Not So Favorable 


There is, however, one aspect of 
the whole agricultural industry which 
is quite unfavorable. This has to do 
with meat production, particularly 
bacon. The output of meat in 1946 
was down 12 per cent from 1945 and 
25 per cent from the record year 1944. 
The total production in 1946 was 
slightly under 2,100,000,000 lbs., in- 
spected hog slaughterings were down 
26 per cent (while the 1945 levels 
were fairly well maintained in the 
case of other meats) and export 
shipments of meat were down 29 
per cent. 2 

As a result of the decline of 26 per 
cent in hog production, Canada will 
not be able to fill the year’s contract 
with Britain. Not more than about 
280,000,000 of the 350,000,000 lbs. 
contract will be shown to have been 
shipped when final figures are available.

Is there a definite danger of the 
Canadian bacon industry abandoning 
its favorable position in the British 
market? Bacon was supplied in 
abundance during the war, and it was 
particularly desired that by producing 
a@ continuous supply of high quality 
bacon a permanent market for a large 
export trade in bacon would be assured 
after the war. It is now apparent that 
the market is being allowed to drift 
away, and unless something is done 
soon, the effect on the agricultural 

osition of Canada will be nothing 
ess than deplorable. ; 

There is at present no sales problem 
nor will there in all likelihood be any 
such problem for the next two or 
three years, but later Canadian agri- 
culture will face the blast of world wide 
competition. At least 25 to 30 per 
cent of Canadian farm production 
has to find foreign markets if the 
Canadian economy is to be satis- 
factorily maintained. Bacon, according 
to appearances in war years, seemed

Hon. J. G. Gardiner To Speak At

Fateful decisions will be made by 
Alberta’s two primary farm organiza- 
tions this month when they meet in 
their Annual Conventions. 

The chief issue to be decided is 
whether they shall agree to the terms 
of a merger with the Alberta Federa- 
tion of Agriculture which Locals have 
been studying for’ some time past. 
The Alberta Farmers’ Union will 
meet first— Edmonton from Jan. 7th, 
to llth. ; One week later—from Jan. 
14th to 17th, the Thirty-eighth Annual 
Convention of the United Farmers of 
Alberta will be held in Calgary. 

Addresses of President George 
Church, of Mrs. Lowe, President of 
the U.F.W.A., and of Lawrence Proud- 
foot, Junior U.F.A. President, and 
the Board report, will be broad- 
cast from the Convention to be held 
in the Palliser Hotel Tuesday morning. 


Chief Evening Speakers 


Special interest will be manifest in 
the address of Hon. J. G. Gardiner, 
Minister of Agriculture for Canada, 
who will address the U.F.A. Conven- 
tion on Tuesday evening, Jan. 14th, 
and in that of Ben Plumer, Chairman 
of the Alberta Wheat Pool Board, on 
Wednésday' evening. ° Agricultural 
policies adopted during the war, and 
the post-war program, including mar- 
keting agreements, have been and 
are Mr. Gardiner’s special responsibili- 
ties, and it is anticipated that a large 
audience of rural and urban ee any 
will wish to be present when he speaks. 
His address will be broadcast, as 
announced elsewhere.

It has been Pool policy up to this time to determine 
Final Payments on the basis of pounds of butterfat sent in 


by each member. 


In later years when eggs and poult~y were 


added to our operations, it was necessary, in calculating 


Final Payments, to also give consideration to tiese p ‘oducts. 

In order to sinplity the reso‘diag of ou: me abevs’ 
shipments, a new polity has been de-ided on which will be 
effective as from Janua-y Ist, 1947. 


Total Value Of All Products 


In the past we have recorded 
the pounds of butterfat received, 
the dozens of eggs and the pounds 
of poultry. From the first of the 
new year, instead of those things, 
we are recording the value that 
was paid for eac: shipment 
received. Then, at the end of the 

‘year, the final payment will be 
on a percentage basis of the total 
value of products delivered whether 
they be butterfat, eggs, or poultry. 
Our experience over the last 

four vears, when we were handling 
all three products, indicates that 
te normal surplus on any of the 
three products is about the same. 


Example Of New Plan 


Let us give you an example of 
the new plan: T. Semple, Contract 
No. 1, Alix. Suppose Mr. Semple 
shipped 500 lbs. of butterfat at 
40c. a pound, that is $200.00. He 
shipped 300 dozen eggs, at an aver- 
age of 30c., that is $90.00, and he 
marketed with us 1,000 lbs. of 
pou'try at 20c. that is $200.00. 


system of ownership. The earnings 
for t'e past six years, therefore, 
are all that the organization has 
for supplying working capital as 
well as t eowners’ ip of its physical 


Totul of de'iveries to our organiza- 
tion would be $490.00. 

In the p.st it woud have been 
necessary to record Mr. Semple’s 


shipments in tiiree customers’ led- 


gers. Under te new plan we can 
enter all his deliveries to our 
organization in one customers’ led- 
ver. Then, in final payments, 
instead of declaring somet!ing on 
butterfat, something on eggs, and 
something on poultry, we will just 
take the total of his purchases and 
declare a certain percentage on the 
total of his deliveries to us. Sup-- 
posing it is 6%, it would be 6% 
on the $490.00, which would be 
$29.40. That would be his final 
payment. 

You can see that this system of 
recording a member’s deliveries to 
the organization will be greatly 
simplified, and I believe it will be 
just as satisfactory to each member.

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Ask Increased Basic Price 
For Hogs 


| 
Stimulation of the hog tie 
industry ‘“‘by an increase in the basic 
price for hogs of at least four cents a 
pound,” was called for by the A.!.A, 
Annual Meeting. It was further 
asked ‘‘that the freight bonus on feed 
grain to eastern Canada be equalized 
by a similar freight bonus on all export 
pork products from Western Canada.’ 
President Hugh Allen of the Alverta 
Livestock Pool, dwelt upon the pros- 
pect that Canada will be unable to 
meet fully bacon commitinents” to 
Britain. He indicated further. that 
the big packers, in their struggle to 
keep out of the red, could attord to 
take a loss on Eastern business by 
hammering down prices in the West. 
Chance To Maintain Position 


In his report, Mr. Allen stressed the 
fact that ‘“‘hog production is most 
important to. Alverta’s agricultural 
policy, and that with continutity of 
supply and quality we have every 
chance to maintain our position on 
the British market.’’ It was necessary 
“to remove obstacles in the way of 
hog production,” while, inturn, ‘‘the 
producer must realize the importance 
of this industry to the future of his 
farming practices.”’ 

$5 Acreage Barley Bonus 


_ Substitution of an acreage bonus 
of $5 per acre on barley for the present 
equalization payment was strongly 
urged. It was pointed out that the 
change would put an end to present 
inequalities aud injustice. 

An immediate increase in the pre- 
mium on malting harley “froin the 
present premium of 5 cents per bushel 
to 20 cents per bushel’’, was asked. 
It was set forth that the present 
premium is too low as compared with 
the price of feed barley; that the 
export of malting barley is restricted, 
thus shutting many producers of 
malting barley out of more remunera- 
tive markets.

One reason why public ownership is essential to 
any satisfactory plan of rural electrification is set 
forth in the resolution on the subject adopted by 
the A.F.A. Convention in December. 

It is pointed out that any system of electrification 
developed under private ownership, because it 
“will tend to monopoly for private gain”, will fail 
to meet the requirement that for rural purposes it 
‘‘must deliver power to farmers at actual cost.” 
Small groups of farmers who are favorably situated 
might get power, as needed, but districts not near 
enough to power lines to make installation profitable 
will not get the service from a private monopoly.

VITALLY IMPORTANT 


Just as this issue goes to press, there has come to 
hand a letter from Jack Sutherland of Hanna, 
which we are regrettably unable to quote at length. 
It deals with the resolution on World Government 
which has been submitted by Acadia U.F.A. 
Provincial District” Association for consideration 
by the Annual Convention of the United Farmers 
of Alberta. 

“Our governments and our scientists have so 
perfected methods of mass destruction of human 
life,’ Mr. Sutherland states in part, “‘that if World 
War Three does not break out until after the next 
three or four years, global war at that time will 
undoubtedly result in the destruction of civilization 
as we know it today.” 

Mr. Sutherland discusses the report of a committee 
appointed by the President of the United States, 
representing the armed services and experts in all 
phases of modern offensive and defensive warfare, 
who were asked to advise on means of defence of the 
Republic from atomic bombs. The report was that 
there is no feasible defence. 

“They visualized the mass destruction of probably 
20 to 30. million American lives within the first few 
hours of a conflict. The only measure of safety 
they could see (apart from that to be gained in 
widely scattered rural areas) would be found in vast 
underground caverns, hundreds of feet below the 
surface. 

“That’s the atomic bomb alone, to say nothing 
of all the other means of mass destruction either - 
already perfected or rapidly becoming so. This 
committee of military men declared, ‘There is no 
defence except political defence.’ ”’ 

This report, Mr. Sutherland adds, should bring 
the question of World Government to the mind of 
every thinking person in all countries of the world. 
‘“We have the necessary framework within the pres- 
ent United Nations,” he states. ‘‘We must immedi- 
ately set about reconciling our prejudices of superior- 
ity, national, racial and others in the cause of 
common humanity.”

“No other scheme of public ownership,” he said 
when moving the second reading of the bill of provide 
for ‘‘the Constitution of a Commission for the acqui- 
sition, operation, regulation and control” of broad- 
casting in. Canada, ‘‘can ensure to the people of this 
country, without tegard to class or place, equal 
enjoyment of the benefits and pleasure of radio 
broadcasting.

Domestic Price of $1.85 Asked

Confidence in the operation of the 
Canadian Wheat Board under Chair- 
man George MclIvor, was expressed 
by the A.F.A. Annual Meeting, and 
the delegates urged “that the Board 
be continued indefinitely’; and also 
that its operations be extended to

That the domestic price of wheat 
beat least $1.85 per bushel, basis 
One Northern at the terminal, was 
asked by the delegates, the Dominion 
Government also being requested to 
provide “that any increase in the 
cost of goods and services farmers 
must buy. be taken into considera- 
tion in establishing future grain prices.” 

In the original resolution a domestic 
_ of $1.55 was called for; and 
onathan Wheatley, moving the sub- 
stitution of the higher figure, pointed 
out that it was approximately half way 
between the price under the terms of 
the British agreement and the price 
at which wheat is sold to other external 
buyers. 


Final 1945-46 Payments 

Protesting the announced plan to 
withhold until the end of the five-year 
pool the final payment accruing from 
the sale of wheat of the 1945-46 crop, 
delegates to the A.F.A. Annual Meeting 
requested that any funds remaining 
in the hands of the Canadian Wheat 
Board from its operations in the 
1945-46 cereal year be paid to pro- 
ducers as soon.as_ possible. The 
resolution charges that withholding 
of the payments is a breach of faith 
and possibly a breach of legal obliga- 
tion. ; 
The meeting also asked that the 
price of wheat to distillers be fixed at 
the export price per bushel. It was 

ointed out that the farmers and the 

ominion Government both suffer 
loss as a result of the distillers being 
enabled to buy at the current domestic 
price.

The 38th annual convention of the United Farmers of Alberta will 
commence in Calgary, on Januery 14, 1947. The Alberta Wheat Pool 
takes advantage of this opportunity to pay its respects to this estimable:

Thirty-eight years is not a long period in the lives of nations and 


states. 


But in the history of Alberta it covers a most important era. 


That period has witnessed tremendous expansion in agriculture in this 


province. 


In 1909 only | 1/4 million acres were under grain crops in Alberta— 
385,000 under wheat, 820,000 under oats, 186,000 under barley, and the 


balance under rye, flaxseed and mixed grains. 


At the present time about 12 1/2 million acres are annually seeded 
to grain crops. Alberta’s wheat acreage has reached a peak of around 8 
million, acreage under oats 3 1/3 million, and under barley 2 million.

Dominion-Provincial conference urged 
an increase in the acreage sown to 
coarse grains, partioulatiy barley at 
the expense of wheat. Up to the present 
the Government had made no decision 
in regard to the payment of a subsidy 
on acreage sown to barley in 1947. 
This decision is being anxiously awaited 
by farmers, particularly those in the 
Prairie Provinces. ; 

The general situation in regard to 
livestock production is not encouraging, 
one of the major causes being that 
protein feed supplies do not keep up 
with demand, and while flour mills 
are running to capacity, thus keeping 
up supplies of mill feeds, here again 
demand outstrips supply.

EDITORIAL (Continued from page 4) 
which, in a general way, happily still 
continues to govern radio broadcasting 
in Canada. ‘‘The use of the air, or 
the air itself, whatever you may 
please to call it, that lies over the soil 
or land of Canada, is a natural resource 
over which we™havé”¢omplete juris- 
diction under the recent decision of 
the Privy Council. I believe that there 
is no Government in Canada that 
does not, regret today that it has parted 
with some of these natural resources 
for considerations wholly inadequate 
and on terms that do not reflect the 
principle under which the crown holds 
the natural resources in trust for all 
the people... It may well be that at 
some future time, when science has 


made greater achievements than we. 


have yet a record of, it may be 
desirable to make other or different 
arrangements in whole or in part, but 
no one at this moment in the infancy 
of this great science would, I think, 
be warranted in suggesting that we 
should part with the control of this 
great natural resource.”’ 

Mr. Bennett’s speech deserves to be 
read in full by all. who are concerned

Make 
Co-operation 
the keynote of 
1947 
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National Wheat Policy 
By LEONARD D. NESBITT, 


Superintendent of Publicity, 
Alberta Wheat Pool 


A merry battle is going on between 
Hon. James Gardiner, Federal Minister 
of Agriculture, and the supporters of 
the speculative system of grain market- 
ing. It is the most interesting con- 
troversy involving the grain trade 
which has occurred in many years. 

Supporters of the speculative system 
of grain marketing say the British- 
Canadian wheat agreement was a 
bad one, the Canadian farmers are 
being mulcted of proper prices for 
their grain, and a better plan would 
be for the Government to permit 
free tharketing under the speculative 
system and provide a floor for the 
price of wheat. 

Hon. Mr. Gardiner was asked to 
speak at a meeting of the Montreal 
branch of the Agricultural Institute 
of Canada, and he went there ‘‘loaded 
for bear’. He told the meeting very 
bluntly, ‘“‘The fact is that under that 
(speculative) system wheat growing 
in Western Canada at a profit to the 
farmer is impossible.” 

The Minister then procéeded to give 
a history of wheat marketing over the 

ast quarter of a century, explaining 

in detail the British-Canadian wheat 
contract and the present government 
policy of guaranteeing wheat producers 
a basic price of $1.35 a bushel until 
July 3lst, 1950. He said that in the 
arrangement with Britain the Govern- 
ment of that country had given 
assurance that in fixing the price of 
wheat for ‘the 1948-49 and 1949-50 
crop years consideration would be 
given to any difference between the 
prices paid under the agreement in 
the 1946-47 and 1947-48 crop years. 


Replies To Grain Exchange 


Mr. Gardiner said: ‘‘The grain 
Exchange say in their advertising 
there is ‘no guarantee at all. Don’t 
let anybody tell you anything to the 
contrary. It isn’t true.’ All I can say 
in reply is that [ personally discussed 
the matter with the British officials 
and their Minister. They are agreed 
that we are entitled to have possible 
losses for the first two years made up 
in the last two. I have at least as 
high a regard and respect for the word 
of the British government as I have 
for that of the Grain Exchange, and 
I know the Western farmers have a 
much higher regard for the British 
Government, whatever party heads it.”’ 

With reference to the proposal that 
the Government permit open market 
operations and place a floor under the 
price, the Minister said that this was 
done in a previous year (1938-39). 
To fix an 80c price for wheat in that 
year cost the Federal treasury 
$61,000,000. 

Hon. Mr. Gardiner maintained that 
in his opinion the farmers preferred 
stability, and the Government policy 
was drawn up to provide a measure 
of stable prices for a period of years. 

This argument will undoubtedly be 
continued over the next few months 
and some 
anticipated.

and $2000 for married persons; more 
adequate allowance for labor of 
farmers’ families in farm production;

Would Build Membership 
By Municipal Grants 


Building up of membership in a 
unified farm organization through 
grants from municipal districts under 
a scheme ‘only to become effective 
after amalgamation of the three farm 
groups in the Province has taken 
place’, is reeommended in a resolution 
adopted by the A.F.A. in annual 
meeting. 

The resolution requests ‘‘the Pro- 
vincial Government to amend, the 
Municipal Districts Act and Local 
Improvement Districts Act to author- 
ize the levy of a mill rate sufficient to 
provide a grant on the basis of $1 
per member per year, after 55% of 
the ratepayers in any municipality 
have requested that such a grant be 
made.’’ 

Adjustment of Prices 


The Dominion Government was 
asked to “adjust farm commodity 
prices from time to time to at least 
maintain the producers’ prices in their 
present position relative to the general 
prices structure.”’ It was further 
agreed that ‘“‘in preparing index figures 
for prices of agricultural products, the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics be 
urged to use prices prevailing in a 
period when prices generally were in 
a more fair relationship than that 
which existed in 1935-39.” 


[Fibre Flax Research 


Research into the possibilities of 
growing fibre flax in Western Canada, 
and retting it under Prairie conditions, 
has been carried og for the past year 
at a pilot mill at Portage la Prairie 
Fibre has been processed for textile 
manufacturing, upholstering tow, and 
a green tow suitable for paper stock. 
Fibre grown in the first two seasons 
in the Portage area was reported fair 
to good, but drought in the early 
summer of 1946 adversely affected the 
crop, so that most of the flax harvested 
was processed for upholstering tow 
purposes.

Best Point of Attack On 
Warble Fly 


Midwinter is the time when farmers 
and cattlemen watch their cattle for 
swellings on the backs, which indicate 
the presence of warble fly grubs. 
Losses running into millions of dollars 
annually are caused by the warble 
fly, or heel fly as it is sometimes 
called, through loss of weight, lower 
milk production, loss of meat in trim- 
ming, and damaged hides. The best 
and easiest point of attack on the 
‘ warble fly, it is stated, is to destroy 

the grubs before they force their 
way’ out of the hides and become 
another generation of warble flies. 
Preparations containing rotenone (der- 
ris root) have been found most effective 
when dissolved in water and applied 
to the swellings several times, at 
intervals of three or four weeks.
